Fire ineurance rates in Chicago, on all less 
desirable risks, will be advanced 25 per cent 
or more to reimburse companies that have 
suffered loss in the San Francisco 

This aetion practically was decided yester- 
day at a meeting of twenty western managers 
in the rooms of the Western Union, in the 
American Trust and Savings Bank building. 
At the samestime there will a large reduction 
in brokers’ commissions. 

The raise in rates will not bean San 
vante. It will affect what are known as the 
unprofitable hazards and it will be confined 


chiefly to the congested district, bounded by’ 


Harrison street, the river, and the lake, It 
may be that the district will be extended as 
far north as Chicago avenue, as far west as 
Halsted street, and as far south as Twelfth 
street. That is a matter that will be decided 
in the future. 

The stockyards also will be considered as 
congested territory in the advance of rates. 
and likewise certain manufacturing sections, 


Fireproof Blocks Exempt. 

Fireproof buildings will be exempt from 
the increase. The ares of firepreof build- 
ings in the congested district is estimated 
at from 25 to 35 per cent and constantly in- 
creasing. There will be an advance on every- 
thing else in thie region. 

It is the present intention that flat buila- 
ings and residences and isolated stocks of 


merchandise, which are considered preferred | 


risks, shall remain at their present rate. 

It is probable that the advance in rates 
will be made throughout the éntire district 
controlled by the Western Union, extending

An insurance manager: speaking on rates 
outside of Chicago, said that there should 
be a flat advance of 60 per cent in Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee.

We owe li to the 
business of the companies, to their stock- 
holders, and to the general public to re- 
place this capital. 

The insurance companies are tax gath- 
erers and protect the public in great calami- 
ties, and in Irder to strengthen themselves 
and to give the public indemnity they will 
have to call on the public.

CHAOS RULES ALL OFFICES. 


Mayor and Aldermen in, Alarm Call 
Two Conferences for Today. 


Bureaus and departments of the city 
“ruins” scattered yesterday in the direc- 
tions whence come the four winds of heaven. 

The panicky conditions continued, and little 


work was done except in the matter of scvf-' || bonn oF 


rying about for refuge with books, records, 
and furniture. 

The deserted east half of the hall sank only 
1-16 of an inch during the day, according to 
engineers, and the county building people 
promise to finish the caisson construction by 
Saturday. . 

However, a new peril developed during the 
day with knowledge that the cbunty will pro- 
ceed to excavate for a 40 foot subbasement. 
In this connection Architect Holabird offers 
to try to check further settling of the struc- 
ture by driving three inch steel sheeting in 
to a depth of twenty or thirty feet along the 
entire east side. This, he claims, will enable 
the county to build its subcellar without fug- 
thet drying and loosening the soil beneath 
the city’s half of the lot. 


No Funds for New Hall. 

While there developed a general talk about 
a new city hall, this movement was not en- 
couraged by Chairman Frank I. Bennett of 
the council finance committee, who made it 
plain that funds for a new structure were not 
in sight, and also that the picnicking of the 
various departments in outside offices in pri- 
vate buildings. was too expensive to continue 
indefinitely. 

Mayor Dunne called a conference for 10 
o'clock this morning with Acting Commis- 
sioner of Public Works O’Connell, Building 
Commissioner Bartzen, Ald.

SOFT COAL MEN MEET TODAY. 


„Peace“ convention to Open in Face of 
Mitchell’s Rejection of Offer of the 
Bituminous Operators. 


The peace convention of the bitumin- 
ous coal operators will open at the Auditor- 
lum this morning In the knowledge that ne- 
gotiations with the United Mineworkers look- 
ing toward the settlement of the coal strike 
are at an end. 

A telegram was received from President 
John Mitchell yesterday rejecting the last 
arbitration proposal of the mine owners, 
Plans for sending a delegation of coal men to 
Washington to ask President Roosevelt to i::- 
tercede accordingly were hastened. 

It is probable a special car will be engaged 
and fifty or more operators, presenting the 
bituminous districts of Missdéuri, Kansas, 
Arkansas, and Indian territory, as well as 
Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, will start for 
Washington on Saturday or Sunday to ask 
the president to take immediate action to end 
the strike in the bituminous fields. 

Mr. Mitchell, in his telegram turning down 
the operators’ offer, said: 

* Your proposition offering to submit to 
arbitration differences affecting wages which 
developed at the Indianapolis joint confer- 
ence, together. with new issues raised by 
those you represent since the adjournment 
of that conference, was submitted by mailto 
members of the international executive board 
upon receipt of your communication. Their 
replies could not all be received at this date. 
Mowever, a sufficient number are in to indi- 
cate.the stntiment of the executive board, 
which is that any arbitration that would 
change differential# fixed by mutual agree- 
ment in competitive districts would be unwise 
and would not conserve satisfactory peace 
in the bituminous industry. 

My opinion is that, masmuch as your 
arbitration proposal involves questions no: 
in confroversy and which might, either by in- 
crease or decrease, disturb well established 
and mutually arranged differentials in and 
between various competitive districts, it 
would not be acceptable to us.“

WELL KNOWN: CHICAGO LAWYER 
PASSES AWAY AT 1:15 4. M. 


13 from Tuberenlosis of the

Edwin Burritt Smith, one of the. best 
known lawyers in Chicago, died at 1:16 
o'clock this morning at his residence, 5530 
Cornell avenue, following an illness extend- 
ing over a year, 

Until early in 1905 he had been one of the 
most active attorneys connected with the 
traction litigation, being associated with 
Corporation Counsel Tolman in the prepara- 
tion of the ninety-nine year case for the city. 
This case recently was decided by the United 
States Supreme court in favor of the Tol- 
man-Smith contention. It is a strange co- 
incidence that John C. Mathis, also asso- 
ciated in the same traction cases, died not 
lopg ago in the midst of his labors for the 
city. 

Mr. Smith chasticalte gave up his active 
work in April of last year, when, on the 
advice of His physicians, he went to the 
Pacific coast. He returned late in August, 
apparently stronger. But before winter set 
in the malady that had eluded diagnosis de- 
veloped into tuberculosis of the lungs and 
stomach. He made occasional visits to his 
office until Jap. 10 of thisyear. 3

He became 
widely known as a writer on legal subjects, 
and for two years was reporter of the United 
States Supreme court at Washington. From 
1888 until 1891 Mr. Smithgras a member of 
the law firm of Dent & Snmith. 

Anrough his mature life Mr. Smith always 
took an active interest in politics. He was 
prominent because of his independent politi- 
cal views, and was a member of the national 
independence committee and the Tariff Re- 
form league of Illinois. Until 1884 he had 
been a supporter of the republican party, but 
‘In that year he supported Grover Cleveland, 
and since then had been an independent dem- 
ocrat. 

On Nov. 8, 1888, Mr. Smith married Miss 
Edna J. Dauman of Downington, Pa., who, 
together with two sons and a daughter, sur- 
vive him. The sons are Curtis Q. and Otis 
E. The daughter fe Emily. 

Mr. Smith wat a director in the T. M. C. A. 
He was a member of the Union league, Uni- 
versity, Literary, and Quadrangle clubs.

There will be 
an advance in Chicago insurance on open 
stocks of merchandise and other unprofitable 
hazards, including buildings that are not fire- 
proof, but no hasty action will be taken.“ 


No Flat Advance, Says Cofran. 

„There Will be no flat advance,” said Presi- 
dent Cofran’of the Western union, but there 
probably will be an advance on undesirable 
risks in the congested district. 

W. S. Warren said the advance probably 
would not extend generally outside of the 
congested district in Chicago and would be 
limited to unprofitable risks. . 

“Nothing underhanded will be done,“ he 
said. 

A. J. Harding also said that the western 
managers were in favor of raising the rate 
on unprofitable risks. 

Just what the independent companies will 
do regarding the proposed advance remains 
to be seeh. A number of managers of the 
nonunion companies were interviewed dur- 
ing the day by representatives of the Western 
unton and it is said they were not unfavor- 
ably disposed toward the proposed advance, 
notwithstanding the action of the Continen- 
tal.

The large dividends are made not in the in- 
surance busines but in the banking business 
that is a side issue of the insurance com- 
panies. Rates in Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee should 
be advanced 50 per cent. 

F. C. Busswell, vice president of the Home 
Fire Insurance company of New York, ar- 
rived in Chicago during the day and attended 
the meeting of insurance managers. 

New Tork.“ said he, is in just the same 
position as Chicago. The advance will be 
made in the congested district from Twenty- 
third. street south to the Battery, and espe- 
cially along the river front. Preferred risks 
will not be affected. Some of the largest 
property owners and merchants are willing 
to pay it, for under present conditions they 
find it exceedingly difficult to secure insur- 
ance. This is true of several department 
stores.

San José, Cal., May 8. According to ad- 
vices received from the Lick observatory, 
there have been twenty-four eafthquake 
shocks recorded on the seismograph at that 
institution since the morning of April 18.

FREIGHT HOUSE IS BURNED: 
FEAR OF VIADUCT COLLAPSE. 
Police Drive Fire Spectafors from Sway- 
ing Structure, Thereby Saving Hun- 

. dreds from Injury or Death.

Fire which destroyed the Wayman street 
freight house of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railroad yesterday afternoon almost 
caused the collapse of the Milwaukee avenue 
‘viaduct, which was crowded with street cars, 
women, and children. A body of policemen 
charged the crowd and drove them from 
the structure, probably preventing a serious 
accident. 

The fire, which was started by a slight ex- 
plosion of ofl in the east end of the structure, 
was followed by a tieup of all Elston avenue, 
‘Division street, and Chicago avenue cars 
which pass over the viaduct. 

Veering of the wind carried the flames to the 
viaduct, on which the crowd was so dense 
that it was impossible for those menaced by 
the flames to escape for a time and a panic 
followed. The viaduct, which was con- 
demned more than a year ago, swayed slight- 
ly, and it appeared for a moment as if it 
would collapse under the unusual weight 
upon it. 

During the progress of the fire hundreds 
of freight cars were drawn from the burning 
building by a little switch engine, which 
moved to and fro in the midet of the flames. 
There was little or no freight in the house, 
it being used chiefly for the handling of fresh 

fruit and vegetables. The ‘loss to the build- 
ing is estimated at $20,000.

NO ELECTIVE PARK BOARD WANTED, 

A committee representing Lake View 
improvement clubs appeared Monday 
before the park and boulevard commit 
tee of the charter conyention and urgsd 
certain fundamental changes. in the con- 
stitution of the park authorities. The 
two most important changes advocated 
were, first, the consolidation of all park 
boards into one, and, second, the electing 
of this one by popular vote. 

The first of these proposed changes is 
clearly desirable. Today the parks and 
boulevards of the city are administered 
by six independent bodies—namely: three 
principal park boards corresponding to 
the three divisions of the city, two local | 
park boards of minor importance, and the 
special park commission, whieh has re- 
cently been put in chatge of various tri- 
angles and other small park areas scat-. 
tered through the city. This splitting up 
of park management among so many in- 
dependent bodies is obviously impolitie, 
and the neglected condition of the river 
boundaries between the three main park 
districts illustrates one of its injurious 
results. The consolidation idea is cor- 
rect, and, more than that, the single park. 
authority should be created in accordance 
with the principle of home rule. 

That this authority, however, should

The campaign search- 
light gets turned upon the candidates for 
only a few of these offices, and the aver- 
age voter goes to the polls ignorant of the 
candidates for most of the offices. He is 
therefore helpless, and his helplessness 
has been shrewdly gauged in advance by 
those who make nominations. 

The British method of dealing with 8 
municipal park system is to put a coun- 
ell committee in charge of it, Just as such 
another committee is there put in charge 
of the water system, or the streets, and 
that committee, with the consent of the 
council, appoints a high grade superin- 
tendent, who organizes the staff and man- 
ages the parks, under the direction of the 
committee and the council. There are 
real objections to any method yet pro- 
posed in Chicago for creating a consoli- 
dated park board, but if such a board is 
to be created, to manage all parks and 
boulevards, its character should not in 
any event be left to the exigencies of pop- 
ular election. 


Capable engineers have reported that 
they see no danger of an immediate collapse 
of the city hall. It may bethatthe remedial 
measures suggested will avert disaster. 
Even then the racking to which the build- 
ing has been subjected has made it an un- 
desirable place to work in. The plumbing 
system, which never was first class, must 
be in as bad shape as San Francieco-water 
mains and sewers were after the earth- 
quake had done its work. The need of a 
new city hall ie more apparent than it was 
a month ago, and the agitation for it will 
become active. 

At Monday’s council meeting the last 
bonds which the city can isene until its debt 
contracting power shall be enlarged were 
ordered sold. The proceeds ate to be used 
for various municipal purposes. It will be 
some time before authority to issue more 
bends whose proceeds may be used to erect 
a new city hall can be secured. The charter 
amendment contemplates an enlargement of 
the city’s power to borrow, but there has 
do be preliminary legislation. There must 
be the consolidation of the different local 
governments which the charter convention 
has under consideration. The work of the 
convention mast be concurred in by the leg- 
islature and ratified by the voters. After 
that shall have been accomplished it will 
be impossible to create additional indebt- 
edness without the sanction of the voters. 


It has been suggested that a hew building 


may be constructed without bonds. The 
scheme is that a constructioncompany shall 
put up the building and rent it to the city 
at an annual sum sufficient to cover the 
interest on the promoters’ investment and 
extinguish a part of the principal. This 
would be a haszardong experiment, and 
would be likely to prove a costly one if at- 
tempted. 

If efforts to patch up the city hall should 
be futile and the building become alto- 
gether uninhabitable ft would become neces- 
sary to rent quarters for the different de- 
partments of the city government, as has 
been done for those of the county govern- 
ment. There are rooms to be had and the 
money to pay the rent can be found. It it 
should be necessary to hire quarters now 
the council can use some of the proceeds of 
the bonds whose issue it has just authorized 
for the payment of rent instead of the con- 
struction of bridges,

ring of true enthusiasm and passion, and the 
amusing outburst of temper when Celimene’s 
apparent perfidy has been made clear.

Crossing the wore wé come to the pleas- 
ant town of Aarburg, situated by our old 
fhiend, the River Aare, which we meet as 
often as if it had crossed the Atlantic on 
the steamer with us, and was trying to lose 
us as conscientiously as wé were trying to 
lose it. ee, e godly e 
seventeenth century on the hill, the 
casements of which are hewn in the rock, 
should have been commercialized into à fac- 
‘tory. We feel the same about the ch&teau 
of Neu-Wartzburg, a few miles farther on, 


which has been turned into a restaurant. 


Descending to the level of the Aare, We cross 
it. Then, mounting by circuitous route to 
the Hauenstein tunnel, we see, as we look 
back, the Bernese Alps once more. Wewhizz 
right through the little town at the foot of 
the Hauenstein without stopping, pass 


‘through two tunnels more, run northward

through the narrow bounds of the Homberger 
thal to the Ergols thal beyond. 

The scenery, though less impressive than 
that to which our eyés have become accus- 
tomed during the last few days, is fine, ezpe- 
cially at the Sissacher. Regretfully we leave 
behind the small chateau and park of Eben- 
rain, and reach Liestal, a cozy capital of a 
cozy canton, upon a cozy river. Thence it is 
not far along the Ergolz before we are in the 
Jura, the massive rocky gateway to the Ger- 
man valley of the Rhine. One more tiny 
river only, and we are at Bale, three bridged 
Bale of the, River Rhine Now we are on 
the border line of Switzerland, and Germany 
ig just ahead. 


— 
It is beautiful in Basel, but not eo fair as 
it would be if the sun were shining on the 
dark peaks of the Jura and the Vosges, and 
the Black Forest ranges far away. We 
must not expect too much, however; the 
sun can’t shine forever, and we'll be lucky 
if we have it on the journey down the Rhine. 
With thankfulness and proper courtesy take 
Bale just as you find it, a complacent little 
city, lolling comfortably upon both sides of 
the river, receiving unceremoniously the 
traffic of two nations. 
It has always been an important place, 
since the ancient days when it was known 


‘as Basilea among the Roman armies, who 


used it as their headquarters when they fell 
back upon the Rhine. By the character 
of its location it was predestined to be a 
center, useful and prosperous. In the ancient 
days the Emperors Constantine and Julian 
recognized its great strategic value, and cen- 
tralized here their forces which were to keep 
down the accumulating: power of the Ale- 
manni, when the latter were contemplating 
an inroad upon the Roman countries. 

Though Basilea fell, a new town rose; in 
turn Saxon and Frank controlled it; but still 
it prospered. Its streets were paved as 
early aa the thirteenth century, and within 
two hundred year from that period there 
was established between the towns of Bale 
and Strasbourg, 4 regular water traffic, 
Today the commerce of the country round 
about ts centered here. 

The most conspicuous features of the town 
in tourists’ eyes are the Miinster on the hill, 
a red sandstone structure with two high 
towers, and ancient cloistérs which lead up 
to a terrace which has been made into a 
pleasant chestnut grove; equally prominent 
is the wooden Alte brücke, partially sup- 
ported on stone piers, and displaying a six- 
teenth century chapel in the center of it, as 
well as a column which bears a barometer 
and a weather cock.
